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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claiml , 5-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claiml, 5-9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Iwano et 
al (EP 1206135). 

Regarding claiml , 8, 9, Iwano et al (hereinafter Iwano) anticipates data 
recording apparatus for recording, onto a recording medium (see figure43) , AV data 
and post recording data in synchronization with the AV data (see figure43), on the 
recording medium, a plurality of user programs using an identical scene in the AV data 
being producible (see figure60, EU), and the post recording data being referable from 
the plurality of user programs (see figure60 PRU), and onto the recording medium, 
management information that manages a relationship between at least one of the user 
programs and the post recording data being recorded (see figure60 address LUT) 
wherein, the post recording data is a partial area in an area including a post recording 
data group which is referred to from more than one type of the user programs (see 
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figure60 PRU), the area including the post recording data group being recorded as one 
post recording file (see figure60 PRS file), and for each piece of the post recording data, 
the management information is recorded in a management information file whose 
quantity is one in each original program (see paragraph 0464; figure51 ). 

Regarding claims, Iwano anticipates the data recording apparatus as defined in 
claim 1, wherein, the management information includes information of how many times 
the post recording data is referred to from a-the .plurality of user programs (see 
paragraph 0477). 

Regarding claim6, Iwano anticipates the data recording apparatus as defined in 
claiml, wherein, the management information includes a name of the one of the user 
programs referring to the post recording data (see paragraph 422-423). 

Regarding claim7, Iwano anticipates the data recording apparatus as defined in 
claim 1, wherein, the management information includes information of in what range of 
the post recording data the one of the user programs refers to (see figure51 Start PT , 
End PT; paragraph 0423).
